require double |mln§m. Drop letters
after the 1st of July will require but one
cent postage, and this will have the of-
feet to again reduce the demand for pos-
tal cands, which fell off about sixty per
ecent when the twocent postage law went
into effect.  'The postage on newspapers,
whon sent from the office of publication,
which has hitherto boen two cents por
